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Residential 

The  region's  vibrant  economic  growth  during  the  1980's  led 
to  a  1987  peak  in  new  construction  permits  when  over  4,000 
permits  were  issued  for  housing  units.  With  the  national 
recession  of  the  late  1980's,  the  Pioneer  Valley  Region, 
reflecting  construction  slowdowns  nationwide,  experienced  a 
substantial  decline  in  construction  activity.  A  low  of  just 
over  1,000  units  were  permitted  in  1991,  with  a  gradual 
increase  in  the  number  of  permits  issued  expected  to 
continue  through  the  1990's. 


reach  a  one  year  high  of  6,239  in  1971.  At  that  time, 
multi-family  building  permits  accounted  for  68%  of  the 
total  new  housing  starts.  In  1993,  multi-family  units 
comprised  19%  of  the  total  new  units  permitted.  The  trend 
toward  smaller  multi-family  complexes  became  evident 
over  the  last  decade.  In  1983,  for  example,  5.1  units  were 
constructed  for  each  permit  issued.  Ten  years  later,  each 
multi-family  permit  accounted  for  3.1  housing  units,  with 
a  low  of  2.6  units  per  permit  in  1992. 


This  report  examines  the  eleven  year  trend  in  construction 
activity  beginning  in  1983  and  ending  in  1993,  the  most 
recent  year  for  which  data  is  available.  In  1983,  a  total  of 
1 ,520  housing  units  were  permitted.  The  prosperity  of  the 
eighties  reflected  the  steady  climb  of  housing  permits  issued 
through  1987  when  4,131  units  received  building  permits,  a 
63%  increase  during  this  four  year  px^riod.  In  1988,  the 
recession  of  the  late  1980's  is  demonstrated  by  the  continu- 
ing decline  in  building  activity.  In  1991,  the  region's 
housing  consU'uction  slowed  to  a  ten  year  low  of  1,250 
permits  issued.  Multi-family  and  single  family  permits 
generally  followed  the  same  trend  line  although  single 
family  permits  began  an  upward  climb  a  year  earlier,  in 
1992,  than  did  multi-family  dwellings.

By  comparison,  during  the  I970's  pcmiiLs  for  single  family 
homes  remained  relatively  stable  with  a  three  year  plateau 
staring  in  1971  of  approximately  1  .^50  permits  each  year.  It 
wasn't  until  l')85  tlial  the  region  witnessed  similar  single 
family  home  tonsUuclion.  And  by  1 986,  municipal  building 
departments  had  issued  one  and  a  half  limes  the  number  of 
permits  over  the  pervious  year,  the  single  largest  one  year 
mcrciise  in  two  decades.  Notably,  during  1971  and  1972.  the 
availability  of  federal  housing  funils  anil  lax  incentives 
resulted  in  the  consuucuon  of  7,886  mulu-lanuly  housing 
units  throughout  the  region.  This  abundance  of  construction 
activity  saw  the  total  number  of  housing  units  permitted 
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Value  of  Residential  Permits: 

The  value  of  single  family  residential  housing  follows 
primarily  the  .same  trends  as  seen  in  the  issuing  of  resi- 
dential building  pennits.  In  1988,  however,  the  number  of 
fKrmits  drops  rather  dramatically  (abtiut  18%).  but  the 
dollar  value  falls  very  little  (approximately  2%).  The 
value  continues  to  fall  throughout  the  late  I980's  and  early 
199()'s  but  remains  greater  tlian  the  ten  year  low  experi- 
enced in  1983  of  S66  million. 


Value  of  Residential  Permits 
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Residential  Additions  and 
Alterations: 

Additions  and  alterations  to  single  family  homes  during  the 
decade  maintained  a  very  steady  upward  trend  during  the 
1980's  with  a  peak  in  1988  then  a  steady  decline  in  the  late 
1980's  and  early  1990's.  In  1988.  when  the  first  decline  in 
the  number  of  single  family  homes  was  noted,  the  region 
reached  a  new  peak  in  the  number  of  permits  issued  for 
residential  additions  and  alterations.  While  the  housing 
construction  market  has  fluctuated  significantly,  remodeling 
activity  has  remained  stable.

Commercial  and  Industrial 

The  number  of  building  permits  for  commercial  and  indus- 
trial facilities  remained  fairly  steady  throughout  the  1980's 
until  the  peak  in  commercial  and  industrial  permits  issued 
reaches  its  high  point  of  the  decade  in  1986,  a  full  year 
before  the  peak  in  residential  permits  issued.  In  1986,  the 
number  of  commercial  building  permits  issued  was  twice  that 
of  the  previous  year,  and  a  28  %  increase  in  industrial  facility 

Commercial  and  Industrial 
Building  Permits  (Units) 
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permits  was  experienced.  The  number  of  commercial  permits 
gradually  declined  following  the  1986  construction  peak,  due, 
in  part,  to  the  availability  of  prime  office  and  retail  space 
which  was  built  during  the  mid  to  late  eighties.  Permitting 
for  industrial  buildings  also  fell  after  its  1986  peak  but  has 
remained  relatively  stable  since  1990. 


Value  of  Commercial  and 
Industrial  Building  Permits: 

The  value  of  commercial  units  increased  dramatically  in 
1986,  a  90%  increase  over  the  low  in  1983.  Commercial 
value  then  suffered  the  same  90%  decrease  in  1991  where 
value  fell  to  $9  million  allowing  this  year  to  become  the  low 
in  commercial  value  for  the  decade.  Conversely,  industrial 
value  climbs  very  steadily  in  the  early  and  mid  1980's,  but 
did  not  have  a  comparable  increase  in  1986  when  the  amount 
of  permits  issued  increased  significantly.  While  commercial 
value  suffered  a  sharp  decrease  following  the  high  in  1986, 
the  value  of  industrial  construction  remained  stable  closely 
mirroring  the  trend  in  permit  activity.
